BUDGET COMMITTEE REPORT 


The Budget Committee met several times to discuss the budget 
and warrant articles, and to talk with each department head. 

In our judgment, the proposed budget is well thought out and 
justified. It will maintain services at a reasonable level without 
causing a major tax increase. i 

On warrant articles, we favored the Fire Department’s request 
for $12,000.00 to purchase a chassis and mount their tank on it. We 
favored the Police Department’s request for $1,950.00 for pagers 
and the Town’s request for $5,000.00 to install a fence at the dump 
area. 

We also voted to recommend passage of the warrant article to 
ratify and approve the Selectmen’s action with respect to a commu- 
nications and dispatch center. 

The Budget Committee voted to oppose passage of warrant 
articles for $2,000.00 for three (3) radios for the Highway Depart- 
ment and $15,000.00 for the purchase of a used truck and new 
sander. We also opposed a $1,400.00 expenditure for a 
1,000-gallon gas tank and pump, and $4,445.00 for the Souhegan 
Septage Management Study.

We have requested that 
speed limit signs be changed and posted on two of the roads that 
are a problem.

We have issued over 100 summonses and over 200 warnings for 
speed this year.

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CONSERVATION COMMISSION 


The Conservation Commission was active this year developing 
the Herlehy Swamp Conservation Area on Brook Road. A master 
plan was designed and approved which includes a parking area, 
several picnic sites, footbridge, and observation platform. Wildlife 
plantings, nature trail and the placement of duck boxes will be part 
of the area when completed. Progress to date has included the 
removal of brush and trash, and grading of the parking area with 
crushed stone spread as a base. The project is scheduled for com- 
pletion within two years. 

Other Commission business included notifiication of area Con- 
servation Commissions and legislators about the urgency of passing 
a reasonable bottle bill for the State. Fishing at ‘‘Jew Pond’’ will be 
restricted to persons under the age of sixteen years which will allow 
the State to stock the pond. The school and press were notified of 
Conservation Commission funds available to help defray the cost 
of sending town youth to the N.H. Youth Conservation Camp. 
Acid rain and ground water monitoring continued along with 
discussion concerning conservation practices on town owned lands. 

Members of the Mont Vernon Conservation Commission are 
Mary Backus, Jack Donahue, Joe Manzi, Richard Rahmlow, Steve 
Rand, Jerry Robinson, and Garth Witty. 

The regular meeting date for the Conservation Commission is 
the fourth Thursday of each month. Residents interested in joining 
should contact the Board of Selectmen.

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MONT VERNON FIRE DEPARTMENT 


The proper way to summon the Mont Vernon Fire Department 
is to call 673-3131 which is the Milford Communications Center. Be 
sure to state your name, street address and the fact that you live in 
Mont Vernon. 

During the year 1983 your Fire Department responded to 48 
calls, including 2 brush fires, 3 chimney fires and no structure fires. 
The number of chimney fires was one-fourth the number experi- 
enced last year. People who burn wood are requested to inspect 
their stove pipes and chimneys on a regular basis so that these fires 
can be avoided. Also, do not dispose of wood ashes in the com- 
pactor at the dump. The dump custodian will show you where ashes 
and coals should be placed. 

We urge all residents to equip their living and sleeping quarters 
with smoke detectors, which are proven life-saving devices. Smoke 
detectors are now required by state law to be installed in all rental 
units and multi-family dwellings. Owners of these units are re- 
quested to call the Fire Department to arrange for an inspection. 

State law requires that written burning permits be obtained for 
all outdoor burning when the ground is not covered with snow. 
These permits may be obtained from:

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TOWN FOREST FIRE WARDEN AND 
STATE FOREST RANGER 


Once again, our cooperative town and state forest fire 
prevention and control program leads the nation in least acres 
burned per forest fire. Less than one-half acre per fire statewide 
average. 

At the town level, your Forest Fire Warden is responsible for 
the prevention and control of all grass and woods fires when the 
ground is not snow covered. 

Forest fire prevention is achieved at the town level by issuing a 
written permit for every fire that is to be kindled on the ground out 
of doors when the ground is not covered with snow. Each person 
wishing to have an outside fire must obtain this written permit from 
the town Fire Warden before kindling the fire. Any person that 
does not obtain a fire permit, when one is required, is violating our 
forest fire permit law and is subject to a court appearance and 
could be fined up to $1,000 and receive a jail sentence of up to one 
year. 

No fire permit will be issued between 9:00 a.m. and 5:00 p.m. 
unless it is raining. The reason for this is twofold: the fire danger 
increases steadily between 9:00 a.m. and 2:00 p.m., then subsides 
to a safe level between 2:00 p.m. and 5:00 p.m. This happens 
because the sun dries out the fine fuels that are easily ignited and 
dries the air which permits rapid fire spread. Also during this part 
of the day fire fighters are not readily available in most 
communities so an escaped fire could burn longer and cause greater 
damage before being suppressed. 

Your cooperation in burning only when conditions are safe is 
greatly appreciated. 

As Smokey says, ‘‘Remember, Only You Can Prevent Forest 
Fires!”’

Elizabeth Syms became librarian subsequently and her positive, 
thoughtful approach to the library’s needs is already apparent. 

In May the Friends of the Library held their annual yard sale, to 
the accompaniment of some pesky black flies which in no way re- 
strained the bargain-hunters. 

Friend Alice Corbett, former teacher at the Parmenter School 
in Massachusetts, was given by the school a large number of excel- 
lent children’s books. Many of these are now catalogued and on the 
shelves; the remainder was sold. In both cases the library bene- 
fitted. The Friends also volunteered many working hours at the 
library. 

In December the Friends were responsible for what may be a 
famous first: the fireplace was lighted for the Wassail Party. Out- 
side the weather was December-cold; inside the fire and conversa- 
tion added sparkle to body and soul. It was a great little party. 

School children from Readiness through fourth grade continue 
to visit the library on Thursdays to start learning library skills. It is 
hoped that before long the fifth and sixth grades will also par- 
ticipate. 

The fund established several years ago by Dr. and Mrs. George 
Skenderian continues to provide excellent books for the children. 
Thanks, too, to the Robert Milligan Fund and Madelaine von 
Weber for their generosity. 

This report would not be complete without a tribute to two 
women whose lifelong attachment to this town manifested itself in 
many ways. Gladys Temple Goodwin and Maude Smith, both of 
whom died in 1983, remembered the library in their wills. 

The only bad news (if you must have some) was the flooding of 
the cellar when the sump pump failed. All right now. 
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Support and use your library. It’s a great place to visit; and even 
to sit a spell.

ZONING BOARD OF ADJUSTMENT

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MONT VERNON PLANNING BOARD 


Mont Vernon voters continued to show their support for 
orderly growth of the town by passing the limited commercial dis- 
trict ordinance in 1983. This ordinance allows for the establishment 
of commercial business in town in a special district set aside in the 
south end of Mont Vernon. ; 

Areas covered during work sessions last year included: subdivi- 
sions on class VI roads; changes in the non-residential site plan 
review regulations; mobile homes - should they be limited in town? 
- should they be allowed only in districts? 

Regular monthly meetings included subdivision approvals and 
lot line changes. 

During 1983 the N.H. State Legislature recodified planning and 
zoning enabling legislation, changing the numerical references but 
leaving the content of statutes generally unchanged. The most 
significant change is the renewed emphasis on the need for local 
planning as a basis upon which land use regulations are built. Key 
changes describe the elements included in a town’s master plan. 

Other changes relate to notification and hearing requirements 
as well as changes relating to general planning board procedures. 
The new legislation went into effect January 1, 1984. The town now 
has two years to bring all zoning ordinances and regulations into 
compliance with the new law. 

Because of the amount of time and effort needed to work on the 
master plan, the planning board is establishing a new sounding 
board. This board will meet separately, research and compile infor- 
mation, conduct surveys, and report to the planning board. 

Anyone who would like to serve on the sounding board please 
contact a member of the planning board. Your help is needed! 

The planning board meets the fourth Tuesday of each month at 
8 p.m. in the town hall.

Mont Vernon Beautification Committee 
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NASHUA REGIONAL PLANNING COMMISSION REPORT 

The past year has been one of significant success for the Com- 
mission both in representing the interests of the region and in pro- 
viding direct local assistance to communities within the region. 

Regional projects have included the continuation of the Com- 
mission’s Aquifer Delineation Study which is-now into its third and 
final year. The NRPC convened a regional task force to study and 
develop a consensus on the region’s transportation problems and 
potential solutions. The Commission was also instrumental in pro- 
viding a forum through which area municipalities could discuss 
options available for complying with the State’s solid waste law. 
The result has been the formation of a solid waste district through 
which future planning for solid waste management can be accom- 
plished. Additionally, the Commission is assisting the Souhegan 
Regional Landfill District in undertaking a study of cooperative 
approaches to solve the problems associated with septage disposal 
within its member towns. The Commission also coordinated a 
cooperative bid on fuel oil in which five towns participated in the 
cooperative bid solicitation process. 

In the legislative arena, the Commission sponsored a gathering 
of area legislators to brief them on pressing regional concerns 
which might be addressed through legislative action. The Commis- 
sion then continued to provide information to legislators and local 
officials throughout the most recent biennial session of the legis- 
lature. Also, with the passage of the recodified planning and zoning 
enabling legislation, the Commission assisted local officials in ad- 
justing to the new law by co-sponsoring a law lecture series which 
addressed the topic, and through periodic mailings and updates. 

Local officials and area residents were also kept informed on 
local and regional issues, problems and solutions through the Com- 
mission’s newsletter SOUNDINGS, and through the DISPATCH 
and LEGISLATIVE ALERT mailings throughout the year. 

Mont Vernon, aside from using the Commission to assist in the 
septage management study for the Souhegan Regional Landfill Dis- 
trict, has obtained ongoing consultation to the Planning Board and 
the Board of Adjustment, from the Commission, on a variety of 
subjects. The Commission also assisted the Planning Board is pre- 
paring the Limited Commercial District Ordinance which was pre- 
sented to, and adopted by, the 1983 Town Meeting. 

The Commission looks forward to continued service to its mem- 
bers in the year ahead, and to working with local and state officials 
in seeking regional studies to common problems.

ANNUAL REPORT -- 1983 


1983 was a busy and fine year for the Lamson Farm Commis- 
sion. The Commission now has a full complement of members, im- 
provements are numerous and new developments and objectives 
relating to the preservation of Lamson Farm’s beauty and 
historical significance are clearer. 

Through our tenant, Randy Martin, and his extensive work on 
the grounds, gardens, and buildings immediately around the farm- 
house, Lamson Farm has been brought back to a living farm 
atmosphere and feeling which the Commission has sought. The 
small chicken house was rebuilt; pruning, clearing and mowing in 
the apple orchard and blueberry field were done; and much debris 
was removed from the barns and sheds, along with many minor 
repairs on the buildings. 

The Pomeroys continue their improvement on the fields 
through fertilizing and liming, along with brush cutting and much 
trimming along the field borders. 

In addition to these improvements, nature, hiking and cross- 
country ski trails have been cleared on the farm by Commission 
member Bill Stoner. 

The Fourth Annual Lamson Farm Day was held, and again, as 
in 1982, Mother Nature was not so cooperative, but the day was a 
success nonetheless. The Commission expresses its thanks to all 
who made the day so enjoyable and especially to the Historical 
Society and the Lamson Farm Day Committee headed by Jennifer 
Wilson and Abby Fuller. 

The final draft of the Lamson Farm Long Term Plan was sub- 
mitted to the Commission by the Long Term Planning Committee 
members, Charles Buckley, Jane Conant, Aggie Vaughn, Mary 
Backus and Ken Lynch. With this draft, the Commission will 
develop a long range plan for the farm, creating a consistent point 
of view toward the farm and its use, both now and in the future. 
The Commission thanks the Long Term Planning Committee for 
the many hours and thoughts they put into the Plan. 

The Society for the Preservation of New England Antiquities, 
which completed the fine study of the exterior of the farmhouse, 
has been once again contacted and this spring will do an interior 
study of the farmhouse so that we may begin to undertake the task 
of restoring the house as funding permits. Also, through the efforts 
of Commission member Ken Lynch, we are working with the Na- 
tional Trust for Historic Preservation to help develop the Long 
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Term Plan, and as part of this plan help to fund an engineering 
study to aid in the restoration of the main barn. 

1983 was a year of change for the Lamson Farm Commission. 
Bob Wilkins, who served the Commission as a member in 1980 and 
as chairman for two years in 1981 and 1982, made the difficult deci- 
sion to resign. We thank Bob for his fine contributions during the 
past three years. Two new members, Bill Stoner and Joe Manzi, 
were appointed to the Commission by the selectmen, which brings 
the Commission to a full complement of seven. 

Again we wish to invite any individual or group to submit their 
ideas or propoals for projects or uses of the farm to the Commis- 
sion through any of its members.

SOUHEGAN COMMUNITY NURSING ASSOCIATION 


The Souhegan Community Nursing Association serves the 
Towns of Amherst, Milford and Mont Vernon. Health care is pro- 
vided by registered nurses and homemaker home health aides in the 
patient’s home, with the approval of their physician, regardless of 
ability to pay. 

Registered nurses made 225 visits and the homemaker home 
health aides 186 visits to Mont Vernon residents during 1983. 
Homemaker home health aides under the supervision of a regis- 
tered nurse, assist with personal care, light homemaking duties, 
grocery shopping and meal preparation. This help in many cases 
has enabled patients to remain in their own homes. 

Office visits may be made at the Nursing Association Building 
on North River Road in Milford for blood pressure checks or injec- 
tions ordered by a physician. The office is open Monday through 
Friday from 8:00 a.m. to 4:00 p.m. and visits are scheduled be- 
tween 9:00 a.m. and 10:00 a.m. or by calling the office for an 
appointment. This year 79 Mont Vernon residents were seen at the 
office. 

Immunization clinics are held on the third Tuesday of every 
month except in July. The clinic, held between 9:00 a.m. and 11:00 
a.m., are free of charge to residents of Amherst, Milford and Mont 
Vernon. Vaccines are furnished by the N.H. Department of Health 
and Welfare. 22 immunizations were given to Mont Vernon chil- 
dren during the year. There is also a Well Child Clinic held once 
each month. Appointments are made for the child to be seen by a 
pediatrician if the family is financially eligible. Physical examina- 
tions were given to 34 Mont Vernon children during 1983. Dental 
clinics for children enrolled in the Well Child Clinic are held twice a 
year and are co-sponsored by the N.H. Bureau of Dental Health. 

Free blood pressure clinics are held on Mondays from 1:30 p.m. 
to 3:00 p.m. and diabetic screenings are held at the office twice a 
year in August and February.

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MINUTES OF TOWN MEETING 
March 8, 1983 
Mont Vernon, New Hampshire 


The 1983 Mont Vernon, New Hampshire Town Meeting was 
opened at 10:00 a.m., March 9, by Moderator Walter D. Kilian. He 
led the Pledge of Allegiance to the Flag, read the Town and School 
Warrants and declared the polls open, with absentee ballots to be 
opened at 3:00 p.m. Moderator Kilian declared the polls closed at 
7:00 p.m. and the meting adjourned to the upper town hall at 7:30 
p.m. 

At 7:30 p.m. the Moderator called the meeting to order, led the 
Salute to the Flag, read a prayer, reviewed rules of the meeting and 
reminded the assembled of the upcoming School Meeting to be held 
March 17, 1983, in the Town Hall. He thanked Budget Committee 
members David Hayden; Keith Pomeroy, Selectmen Representa- 
tive; Robert Naber; Marty King; John Quinlan; Alton Ryder; and 
Perley Trow for the work they did. 

Prospect Grange #21 of Mont Vernon has had a hand rail anda 
light installed on the outside of the building at the side door to the 
lower town hall. This has been done in memory of the late Mrs. 
George O. (Bessie) Carleton. Bessie had belonged to the Grange for 
over 70 years. This project was something which she had expressed 
an interest in having done. 

CBS-TV was in attendance with lights and camera especially to 
record the town’s response to Article 10, the Acid Rain article. If 
used, the footage would be aired the following morning on Channel 
7, which it was. 

Article 3. Retiring Selectman Bryant Ricker moved, Selectman 
Darold Rorabacher seconded, that the Town authroize the Select- 
men and Treasurer to borrow money in anticipation of taxes. No 
discussion. Carried, voice vote. 

Article 4. Mr. Ricker moved, Keith Pomeroy, Selectman, sec- 
onded, that the Town authorize the Selectmen to convey property 
taken by the town in default of redemption of tax sales, the pro- 
cedure to be as follows: A. If to the party who failed to redeem the 
property, the consideration shall be the payment of all back taxes, 
including interest and penalties and all expenses related to said sale 
or sales, as determined by the Selectmen. B. If to any other party, 
the sale shall be by public auction or sealed bids in accordance with 
NH RSA 80:42. One question. Carried, voice vote. 

Article 5. Bryant Ricker moved, Mr. Rorabacher seconded, to 
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authorize the Board of Selectmen to apply for, accept and expend 
money from state, federal or any other governmental unit or a 
private source which becomes available during the year in 
accordance with the procedures set forth in RSA 31:95b. Carried, 
voice vote. 

Article 6. Selectman Ricker moved, seconded by Dawn Welch, 
that the Town vote to appropriate from revenue sharing funds, the 
sum of $1,500.00 for the renovation of an existing storage room for 
police quarters. Mr. Ricker described the proposed renovation. The 
motion carried, voice vote. 

Article 7. Mr. Ricker moved, Ray Donahue seconded, that the 
Town vote to appropriate from revenue sharing funds, the sum of 
$674.06, and appropriate $3,125.94 from the existing septic system 
account (previously raised and appropriated - Article #7, 1973 
Town Meeting) making a total of $3,800.00 for the installation of 
composting toilet facilities for the Town Hall. Bryant explained the 
small space available for a wet system was usurped by a major 
storm drain. The vote was called on the ‘‘end of an era in Mont 
Vernon.”’ The article carried, voice vote. 

Article 8. Mr. Ricker moved, John Quinlan seconded, that the 
Town vote to appropriate the sum of $1,000.00 from revenue 
sharing funds for the modification of four (4) Scott air packs for 
the Fire Department. Alan Smith, Fire Chief, moved and Peter 
Ecklund seconded, to amend the article ‘‘...for the modification of 
two (2) Scott air packs and the purchse of one identical recondi- 
tioned unit for the Fire Department.’’ The amendment carried, 
voice vote. The amended article, ‘‘that the Town vote to ap- 
propriate the sum of $1,000.00 from revenue sharing funds for the 
modification of two (2) Scott air packs and the purchase of one 
identical reconditioned unit for the Fire Department,’’ carried, 
voice vote. 

Article 9. Selectmen Ricker moved, Selectman Rorabacher sec- 
onded, that the Town vote to raise the sum of $256,240.50, by ap- 
propriating $14,397.09 from revenue sharing funds and raising 
$241,843.41 through taxation for the 1983 Operating and 
Maintenance Budget. David Hayden, Chairman, Town Budget 
Committee, referred to the Addendum sheet in the Town Report. 
Mr. Hayden moved, seconded by Roy Thomsen, to amend the 
article to decrease the General Highway Department Expense by 
$350.00 from $13,640.00 to $13,290.00 to be accomplished by dis- 
continuing Highway’s telephone now located in the Town Office. 
The amendment carried by voice vote. Mr. Hayden moved, sec- 
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onded by JoAnn Smith, to amend Article 9 by increasing Old Age 
Assistance by $2,000.00 from $3,000.00 to $5,000.00. The amend- 
ment carried by voice vote. Mr. Hayden moved, seconded by 
Robert Naber, to amend Article 9 by decreasing the Parks and 
Recreation item by $80.00 from $1,130.00 to $1,050.00. The 
amendment carried by voice vote. Dennis Galligher moved, sec- 
onded by Ray Donahue, to amend Article 9 by raising the Parks 
and Recreation appropriation by $250.00 to help subsidize Biddy 
League Basketball and to delete Article 11. After some discussion, 
the amendment carried by voice vote. The vote on the amended 
Article 9 to raise the sum of $258,060.50 by appropriating 
$14,397.09 from revenue sharing funds and raising $243,663.41 
through taxation for the 1983 Operating and Maintenance Budget 
carried by voice vote. 

Article 10. Samuel King moved, seconded by Jane Conant, that 
the Town vote to go on record in support of immediate actions by 
the Federal Government to control and reduce acid rain which is 
harmful to the environment and economy of Mont Vernon and to 
the health and welfare of the people of Mont Vernon. These actions 
shall include: (1) Reduce by at least half the major cause of acid 
rain, sulfur dioxide emissions, by the year 1990. (2) Conclude 
negotiations and adopt a treaty with the government of Canada 
that will commit both nations to this same goal. The record of the 
vote on this article shall be transmitted to the New Hampshire Con- 
gressional Delegation and to the President of the United States. (By 
Petition) After some discussion, the article carried by voice vote. 

Moderator Kilian declared the vote: 

Article 11. Dennis Galligher moved, James Hicks seconded, to 
table Article 11. This motion carried by voice vote. 

Article 12. Bryant Ricker moved, Darold Rorabacher seconded, 
to accept the Budget Committee Report and the Addendum to the 
Town Report. Eileen Naber gave the Auditors’ report: ‘‘We have 
examined the statement of assets and liabilities arising from cash 
transactions of the Town of Mont Vernon as of December 31, 
1982, and the related statements of revenues collected and expendi- 
tures paid for the year ended. Except for printing errors and minor 
oversights the above reports are a true summary for fiscal year 
1982. The reports are correct in all material respects.’’ signed, Paul 
C. Chrestensen, Eileen E. Naber, Auditors of the Town of Mont 
Vernon, N.H. The reports were accepted by voice vote. 

A iicle 13. Retiring Selectman Ricker asked the towi: ,.people for 
support in filling the upcoming vacancies in the several Town 
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boards and committees. Roy Thomsen congratulated the Fire 
Department for building the hose tower with volunteer labor. 
There was a round of applause for the Department. The Meeting 
voted down a proposal to mail Town Reports, estimated cost be- 
tween $400 and $600. Bruce Tower thanked Bryant Ricker for his 
service as Selectman and his support of the town. The Meeting gave

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Report of the Superintendent of Schools 


To the School Boards and citizens of Milford and Mont Ver- 
non, I respectfully submit my fourth annual report as your Super- 
intendent of Schools. This report will reflect activities which 
occurred during the 1982-83 school year. 

Never, in modern times, has there been so much attention given 
to public education nationwide. The most widely publicized report 
is ‘‘A Nation At Risk: The Imperative for Educational Reform.”’ 
There has been, however, numerous other reports examining public 
education. 

This report will reflect on the ‘‘Nation At Risk’’ publication 
and how Milford and Mont Vernon measure up to the recom- 
mendations set forth. The administrative staff has reviewed each of 
the recommendations, and the results are herein generalized. 

The school system currently provides the recommended four 
years of English which is required for graduation. The proposed 
three years of mathematics, three years of science, three years of 
social studies, one-half year of computer science, and two years of 
foreign languages as requirements for graduation are not now 
being required. Extensive course offerings in each of these areas are 
available, and most of the college-bound students far exceed the 
proposed recommendations. It is the general feeling that requiring 
these courses for graduation doesn’t necessarily produce a better 
product. More doesn’t mean better. There is a high level of per- 
formance and quality in the present courses being offered. 

The report further recommends a sound base for study in the 
elementary and middle schools in English, writing, computation, 
and problem-solving skills, science, social studies, foreign lan- 
guages, and the arts. The schools presently place an emphasis on all 
of these areas except foreign languages -- which has been tried in 
the past and failed. The administrators do not recommend the 
teaching of elementary school foreign languages but such teaching 
should start at the middle school level. The schools have been 
working on the improvement of writing skills and realize more 
needs to be done in this area. 

The section of the report dealing with standards and expecta- 
tions calls for a grading system which reflects students’ academic 
achievement. This is already in place. However, the present system 
goes well beyond just reporting academic achievement. The report- 
ing also takes into consideration attendance, participation, atti- 
tude, and effort as well as academic success. 
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This section of the report also calls for a standardized achieve- 
ment testing program, a procedure for evaluating curriculum 
materials, and keeping textbooks and other materials current with 
modern technology and methodology. The school systems are do- 
ing a good job in this regard within their financial ability. 

The question of ‘‘time’’ received a great deal of attention in the 
report. The need to assign more homework to high school students 
is recognized, as long as the assignments are meaningful and appro- 
priate. Homework needs to be a learning experience and be sup- 
ported by the parents to assure assignments are completed. The 
teaching of study and work skills needs to be introduced in the early 
grades and continued through all the grades. The schools need to 
continue to improve in this area. 

The proposal to lengthen the school day to seven hours and the 
school year to two-hundred days is very controversial. The ad- 
ministrators again questioned if more will result in better, taking 
into consideration the ability of the student to apply themselves for 
long days and school year as well as the added stress and effort 
which would be placed on the professional staff. More evidence 
needs to be presented before it can be supported to extend more 
‘*time.’’ The schools presently provide good classroom manage- 
ment and organization and are successfully meeting the needs of 
the slow learner. Greater emphasis could be placed on meeting the 
needs of the fast learners and developing alternative programs for 
the disruptive students. 

The last area of the report deals directly with teachers. The need 
to increase teachers’ salaries to be professionally competitive is 
being addressed through the negotiation process. The need to base 
salaries on performance - merit - calls for an effective evaluation 
system and more money. First, the salaries need to be upgraded 
before a large sum of money can be appropriated to address the 
issue Of merit pay. The report also recommends eleven (11) month 
contracts for teachers to allow for curriculum and professional 
development. The administrators support this but recognize it is a 
cost item. 

The New Hampshire School Administrators’ Association re- 
viewed several of the recent reports on education, and the conclu- 
sions found are worth identifying in this report. Following are 
those conclusions: 

‘‘Improving education will not be easy. It will require commit- 
ment and assertive action on the part of many groups and in- 
dividuals. Therefore, in conclusion, we say: 
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-- TO STUDENTS -- Attend school regularly, participate 
actively, and invest the time needed to succeed. 

-- TO PARENTS -- Give encouragement and guidance to your 
children and become involved in your schools. 

-- TO TEACHERS -- Strive for continued improvement; raise 
your expectations, yet be sensitive to individual student needs. 

-- TO ADMINISTRATORS -- Set the example, provide vision 
and leadership, and be strong advocates for public education. 

-- TO SCHOOL BOARDS -- Establish policies, promote a 
positive climate, and provide the resources to make your schools 
even better. 

-- TO CITIZENS -- Become better informed about your schools 
and provide needed support. 

-- TO COLLEGES -- Place the preparation of teachers and 
other school personnel high on your agenda; work more closely 
with schools. 

-- TO BUSINESS AND INDUSTRY -- Supply ideas and exper- 
tise; share personnel; create training opportunites. 

-- TO THE N.H. DEPARTMENT OF EDUCATION -- Pro- 
vide on a state-wide basis the strong leadership and assistance 
which is needed. 

-- TO ELECTED OFFICIALS -- Set the tone; provide the 
leadership; make an investment in the future.”’ 

The continued support of the members of the school boards, 
the professional and support staff in the central office, assistance 
and cooperation of professional colleagues, students, and citizens 
has been greatly appreciated. You should be proud of your educa- 
tional system and the dedication of everyone involved.

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INSTRUCTIONAL REPORT — 1982-1983 


The 1982-83 school year welcomed Helene Laliberte Bickford as 
new principal replacing George Paras who had served four years. 
Claire Berwick replaced Deborah Johnson as_ instructional 
associate at Village School. And in the part-time staff, Wilmerlee 
Findlay was welcomed as a permanent addition to the staff, re- 
plaing Suzanne Price as music teacher. 

With an emphasis on a sound educational foundation, students 
in grades Readiness through Six are seen as individuals and pro- 
grams are developed to meet their needs and develop their 
strengths. 

To those students with a greater need for an individualized pro- 
gram, the Special Needs classes continue to provide extra services. 
Students are carefully evaluated, appropriate materials, teaching 
techniques, and time on task are recommended. Specialized in- 
struction and modifications to the classroom program are set in 
place. 

An Enrichment Program is also provided for students in grades 
IV through VI who can benefit from a broader enriched cur- 
riculum. There is an open participation policy allowing students to 
engage in those activities where they have special strengths and in- 
terests. Topics range from ‘‘Computer Literacy’’ to ‘‘Basic Sur- 
vival’’, with time as well for literature and studying the political 
process. 

The Stanford Achievement Tests scores indicate that students 
are above the national average on the complete battery, signifi- 
cantly above average in twenty areas and above average in all but 8 
of the 121 items tested. Average class growth in four years is six 
months above the norm. 

The Accountability Tests scores continue to show mastery of 
basic skills and areas of strength and weakness in grades II, IV, VI. 
This program involves the students in ongoing remediation in the 
areas of math and language arts. These areas will continue to be 
monitored yearly. 

The Readiness Program continues to be effective. It was a 
special year for the students involved. They were able to expand on 
experiences, receive necessary individual attention, develop signifi- 
cantly in many areas, and participate in a happy initiation to 
school. 

With an allocation of funds from a Federal Grant, a second 
TRS-80 Model II Computer was added to the Village School and a 
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TRS Color Monitor was added to the McCollom School. This was 
the second year of a Computer Literacy Program supported by the 
Block Grant funds. The program has effectively combined a Com- 
puter Awareness Approach with Computer Aided instruction to 
improve basic skills. Software was also purchased with these funds 
and students have a wide selection of commercial and teacher-de- 
veloped materials to use. 

A second computer at Village School was found to be necessary 
due to the large number of students presently able to use a com- 
puter. It was difficult to schedule students on a regular basis. 
Students are now able to use the mobile computer in their class- 
rooms as well as being able to sign up for any free non-classroom 
time on the stationary computer. 

Software purchased for the VIC-20 at McCollom School allows 
for greater student participation. An extensive Reading with 
Phonics Program is being used at all levels and Turtle Graphics, a 
LOGO-like program, is being used by students in grades II and III. 

A reading incentive program was begun this year. Students 
reading 10 books beyond those received for classroom book reports 
are rewarded by being given a free paperback book of their choice 
and by having their name printed on the Reader’s Club chart in the 
Principal’s office. Any additional 10 books read merit another free 
paperback and a star next to their name. More than 50 books were 
given to students last year which translates to over 500 additional 
books being read by the students. 

Mont Vernon students participated in the Tri-Union Track 
Meet in Hollis this year. In preparation for the event, a T-shirt 
design contest was held, and students may now be seen wearing 
orange T-shirts with a green logo. 

McCollom School sponsored a unique Olympics Day this year. 
Students, parents, and teachers participated in a day filled with 
activities beginning with a police escort down Main Street and 
lighting of the flame to a special medal presentation in the after- 
noon. 

An Awards Assembly was held at the Town Hall in June 
bringing McCollom and Village School students together to recog- 
nize the achievements of their peers. Many were recognized for im- 
provement in academic areas, participation in special contests, or 
personal responsibility. 

We were pleased to receive a large carpeted entry mat for the 
McCo"'om School building from the McCollom Trustees. 

The School Volunteers were again active planting trees at 
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McCollom, tutoring small groups or individuals, and helping with 
special projects and activities. They continue to be an important 
asset to school programs. 

With so many activities and programs continuing to be empha- 
sized, we wish to thank you, citizens of Mont Vernon, for youl 
continued support. It would not have been possible to do as much 
were it not for your approval.

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SCHOOL DISTRICT MEETING 
MONT VERNON, NEW HAMPSHIRE 


Mont Vernon Town Hall 
March 17, 1983 


The meeting was called to order at 7:30 p.m. by Moderator 
Walter Kilian who led the assembly in the Pledge of Allegiance. 
The Moderator then said the Invocation and reviewed the rules of 
the meeting. 

Article I: To determine and appoint the salaries of the School 
Board and Truant Officer and fix the annual compensation of any 
other officers or agents of the District. 

Mr. Naber moved that this Article be tabled and acted upon 
under Article VII. The motion was seconded by Mr. Lambarth and 
passed by voice vote. 

Article II: To hear the reports of agents, auditors, committees 
or officers chosen and pass any vote relating thereto. 

Mr. Lambarth moved that we accept all reports as they appear 
in the School Report. The motion was seconded by Mrs. Chresten- 
sen and passed by voice vote. 

Article III: To choose agents and committees in relation to any 
subject embraced in this Warrant. 

Mrs. Chrestensen moved that this Article be tabled and acted on 
under Article VIII. Seconded by Mr. Lambarth and passed by voice 
vote. 

Article IV: To see if the District will vote to authorize the 
School Board to make application for, accept, and expend on 
behalf of the District any or all grants or other funds for educa- 
tional purposes which may now or hereafter be forthcoming from 
the United States Government or from the State of New Hampshire 
or from any other source. 

Mr. Naber moved that the School District vote to authorize the 
School Board to make application for, accept, and expend on 
behalf of the District any or all grants or other funds for educa- 
tional purposes which may now or hereafter be forthcoming from 
the United States Government or from the State of New Hampshire 
or from any other source. Seconded by Mr. Lambarth and passed 
by voice vote. 

Article V: To see if the District will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the sum $3,500 to have 6” of cellulose blown into the ex- 
terior walls of the McCollom School which should provide an R 
value of 22. 
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Mr. Lambarth moved to accept the Article as read. Seconded by 
Mrs. Chrestensen. Mr. David Trow asked that this Article be dis- 
cussed with Article VI. The Moderator stated he would allow dis- 
cussion on the two Articles under Article V. Mr. Trow stated that 
he felt that considerable savings could be realized if the building 
were sided with vinyl siding. Mr. Lambarth Stated that the Board 
had considered vinyl siding, but that the estimated cost was con- 
siderably more than painting and that there was concern about pre- 
venting the kind of moisture problems that have occurred at the 
Village School. There might also be a problem because the vinyl 
siding can become brittle in cold weather and might be damaged. 

Mr. Naber moved to amend the motion and consider Article V 
and VI together at a combined cost of $16,000. Seconded by Mr. 
Trow and passed by voice vote. The amended motion was then 
passed by voice vote. 

Mr. Damon Russell moved that the District raise and appropri- 
ate the sum of $16,000 for the combined Articles V and VI. Sec- 
onded by Mr. Lambarth and discussion followed on the insulation 
and painting. Mr. Ray Donahue moved to amend the motion to 
read that the District raise and appropriate the sum of $16,000 to 
insulate and refurbish the exterior walls and cupola of the Mc- 
Collom School with the intent that the School Board will go out for 
bids and evaluate what is in the best interest of the District. The 
amendment was seconded by Mr. Trow and passed by a vote of 25 
to 7. The amended motion was then voted on and passed by voice 
vote. 

Article VII: To see what sum of money the District will raise 
and appropriate for the support of the schools, for the payment of 
salaries for School District officials and agents, and for payment of 
the statutory obligations of the District. 

Mr. Naber moved that the School District vote to raise and ap- 
propriate a sum of $804,630 for the support of the schools, for the 
payment of salaries for School District officials and agents, and for 
the payment of the statutory obligations of the District. Seconded 
by Mrs. Chrestensen. The budget was then reviewed by line item. 

At Account 1100-561: Mr. Naber moved that we change the 
amount budgeted for the Middle School tuition from $146,580 to 
$152,220 and the amount for the High School tuition from 
$206,720 to $187,510. Seconded by Mrs. Chrestensen. Mr. Naber 
explained that the change was due to the fact that Milford had its 
School District Meeting before Mont Vernon and that the esti- 
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mated figures could now be revised based on passage of Milford’s 
budget. The motion was voted on and passed by voice vote. 

Mrs. JoAnn Smith, Budget Committee Chairman, moved to 
amend the High School tuition by reducing it by $6,714, which is 
the figure for tuition and rental for three students. The revised tui- 
tion figure would then be $180,796. The motion was seconded by 
Mr. Paradis. Mr. Naber spoke and gave figures for the past years 
on the number of tuition students for any given year. There was a 
good deal of fluctuation and Mr. Naber recommended that the 
$187,510 be left in the budget, since any money left over at the end 
of the year would be turned back to the Town to offset taxes. The 
Budget Committee felt that because of the surplus in the account, it 
could handle the reduction. The motion was voted on and passed 
by voice vote. 

Account 1200-569: Mrs. JoAnn Smith moved to reduce the 
Special Education Account by $6500, from $66,628 to $60,128. 
Seconded by Mr. Paradis and discussion followed. The Budget 
Committee felt that tuition for any additional students who might 
move into town could be addressed at a deficit spending meeting. 
Mr. Russell expressed concern because of the changes taking place 
in Special Education legislation and uncertainty about what the 
town would be expected to pay in the future. After further discus- 
sion the amendment was voted on and passed by voice vote. 

Account 2540-440: Mr. Naber moved to increase the Repair and 
Maintenance of the Plant Account from $5,050 to $7,050. Motion 
seconded by Mrs. Chrestensen and passed by voice vote. 

Account 2540-653: Mrs. JoAnn Smith moved that the Fuel Oil 
Account be reduced by $541 to $4,872. Motion seconded by Mr. 
Paradis. Mrs. Smith explained that this was a 10% reduction antici- 
pated as a result of insulating the McCollom School. The motion 
passed by voice vote. 

Account 2550-510: Mrs. JoAnn Smith moved to reduce the 
Pupil Transportation Account by $2700, which is the budgeted 
amount for the late bus, to $43,200. Motion seconded by Mr. Para- 
dis and discussion followed. Mrs. Nancy Frank moved to table the 
elimination of the late bus. The motion to table was seconded by 
Mr. Ray Donahue and defeated by voice vote. The motion to 
reduce this account was passed by voice vote. 

Mr. Ronald Frank asked the Board how it planned to address 
the concerns voiced by parents in the School Study Committee 
Survey. The Principal, Mrs. Helene Bickford, stated that there is 
au: Ongoing review of curriculum, with each area assessed every five

years, and that the teachers meet monthly to review curriculum. 

Article VIII: To see what sum of money the District will vote to 
raise and appropriate for the support of any committee established 
by the voters. 

Mr. Lambarth stated that the Board had included this article in 
order to support the work of any committee that might be formed. 
Because no committees were formed this year, Mr. Lambarth 
moved that this Article be tabled. Seconded by Mr. James Hicks 
and passed by voice vote. 

Article [X: To transact any other business that may legally 
come before said meeting. 

Mr. Naber, on behalf of the Board and townspeople, thanked 
Mr. Lambarth for his years of service to the School District. Mr. 
Lambarth thanked the Town for its support and openminddedness 
and expressed his concern that the good rapport with the teaching 
staff be maintained. Mrs. Cindy Hodges spoke about the need for 
flashing lights on Route 13 by McCollom School and Mr. Naber re- 
sponded by relating the difficulty the Board has had maintaining 
those lights and stated the Board would address the problem. Mr. 
Alan Smith encouraged the Board and Superintendent to improve 
the access to the Middle School and High School libraries for 
students attending those schools. 

The Moderator declared the meeting adjourned at 9:23 p.m.
